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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is issued in response to applicant election over the phone on 9/7/06. 

2. Claims 1-6 were elected. Claims 7-14 were withdrawn from consideration. 

3. Claims 1-6 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -6 drawn to data mirroring, classified in class 707, subclass 204. 

II. Claims 7-14, drawn to data structural, classified in class 707, subclass 102. 

Inventions II, and I, are related as combination and subcombinations. 

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particular subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination (I) as claimed in mirroring data sources element in a hierarchical 
structure in a data target element in a hierarchical structure does not require subcombination (II) 
specific data structure by linking data into families based on a similarity match as claimed. 
Therefore, the inventions are distinct; however, they could be usable together. 
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2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for I is not required for II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Douglas Russell (512) 338-4601 on September 7, 2006 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement. Application elects group I (claims 
1 -6) without traverse. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The limitations of "separating date 
from a source element and applying the data to at least one child of a target element". It's unclear 
to the examiner on how the system would separate the data and what is the data to be separated. 

The limitation of "comparing a child of a source element to a child of a target element 
and determine a match". It is unclear to the examiner on the step of comparing take place before 
the data was copied or after and how this compression is performed. The specification did not 
provide support to these limitations. The Examiner is enable to make/use the claimed invention. 
Therefore no art will be applied in this office action.
